Failure of a Heavy Lard House in 
Chicago. 

Cuicaco, June 16.—A season of ex- 
traordinary excitement was prevailing 
on ’Change, immediately after the open- 
ing this morning, by the rumor freely 
circulated that the firm of McGeogh, 
Everham & Co., who } have for a long 
time been looked upon as the heaviest 
dealers in lard and other provisions on 
the Ghicago Board, had failed. This 
was verified in a measure soon after- 
ward by a member of the firm circulat- 
ing about on the floor of the Exchange 
and notifying all with whom they were 
interested in provision deals to close 
them. Something in the nature of a 
panic appeared to sieze the provision 


corner, and for atime the interest in 
other trading was lost. An effort to as- 
certain the extent to which McGeogh 
had been operating failed both upon ap- 
plication tu-the firm and members of | 


_ the Board of Trade. 


POINTS. 


Later.—The liabilities of McGeogh, 
Everham & Co., whose failure: was 
rumored this morning, will be very 
heavy. A falling market brought in its 
train plenty of rumors of other impend- 
ing failures, but up to 11:30 there was 
nothing definite to report. Members of 


the broken firm have declared to a rep-|. 


resentative of the Associated Press that 
they would make no statement of any 
kind before to-morrow. Peter McGeogh, 
the head of the firm, 18 a resident of 
Milwaukee and is familiarly styled 
‘*The Milwaukee Milkman.’’ He is re- 


rof daring bull movements on both 
the Milwaukee and Chicago markets, 
and failed here two years ago. His firm 
came minently before the public two 
weeks ggo by their refusal to receive a 
large consignment of lard from Chicago 
on the ground that it was tainted, and 
over which fact an investigation in the 
Board is now in progress. The firm has 
since accepted the lard in question 
under protest.

IN LANDS. 


The Emperor of Germany Iuzater- 
views the Hing of Denmark. 

Berwin, June 16.—The Emperor will 
have an interview with the King of 
Denmark at Wiesbaden on Saturday.

Wimbledon Rifle Shooting. 

Lonpon, June 16.—The National 
Rifle Association decided not to allow 
the American team to use the screw 
wind gauge in the competitions at Wim- 
bledon, except in the International 
match of the volunteer service. The 
Gazette regrets this decision, and thinks 
if the Amerieans are beaten they will 
be able to claim that they were handi- 
capped because not allowed, like Eng- 
lish riflemen, to use in preliminary con- 
tests exactly the same appliances they 
used in the match. However, says the 
Gazette, there are not wanting signs 
that the Americans may give the Eng- 
lish a sound beating.

of the 16th inst., says: General Crook 
and staff reached here this morning. 
Col. Biddle and Lieut. Forsythe will ar- 
rive to-morrow with the Mexican women 
rescued from the Apaches. The women 
will proceed to Tucson. Knowing the 
General before he entered the recent 
campaign, your correspondent inter- 
viewed Gen. Crook and those with him, 


andis nowin a position to set at rest 


many absurd reports published by sen- 
sational writers. The War Department 
did not prohibit Gen. Crook crossing 


into Mexico. What it did do was to 
caution him to adhere closely to the 


terms of the treaty in anv 
crossing of the line he might 
have to make. No obstacles were 


thrown in Crook’s way by the Mexican 
authorities. OUnthe contrary, General 
Crook speaks in the warmest terms of 
Generals Carlos and Topete, Governor 
Torres and all other officials he met in 
Sonora. They received him most hos- 
pitably, and in the kindest manner as- 
sured him that if the trails were follow- 
ed into Mexico they would co-operate 
most heartily. In like manner the 
Governor of Chihuahua, Mayor Zubrian 
of Chihuahua and others were very anx- 
ious to put an end to the Chirica- 
hua troubles. When the _ troops 
reached the Mexican towns 
of Bovispe, ‘Basaraca, Huachinera, 
and San Miguel, the inhabitants 


thronged out en masse and gave a most | 


cordial welcome. Guides were offered 
to show the nearest path to the mount- 
ains of northwestern Sonora. The 
troops marched rapidly from San Ber- 
nardino, going night as well as day. 
The fact that so many of their own peo- 
ple had come down to those hidden re- 
cesses to fight them had a most demor- 
alizing effect on the Chiricahuas. The 
fight was made by the scouts alone, 
Auwierican cavalry being held in reserve. 
Capt. Crawford, with his Indian scouts 
and four companies of cavalry, is march- 
ing with the Chiricahuas north to the 
Agency. Gen. Crook says in regard to 
the disposition to be made of the sur- 
rendered hostiles, the management of 
the Indians while on the reservation is 
of greater consequence than people im- 
agine. If they can be put upon San 
Carlos, where five thousand suspicious 
eyes will constantly watch them, the 
danger of an outbreak will be less than 
if they were allowed on a reservation 
by themselves, where in idleness they 
might hatch out mischief and deviltry. 
The axiom that it costs less to keep 
bad Indians than to fight them, is in- 
controvertible. Another axiom is that 
we must fight all Indians we swindle; if 
they cannot get corn they will get car- 
tridges."’

[END OF THE LONG TRIAL. | 


The Verdict « Surprise—Extracrdinary De- 
monstrations of the Acqaitted Defend- 
ants and Their Friends—Press — 

and Public Opinions. 


In Washington, on Thursday, 14th 
inst., after the verdict of notgdilty had 
been rendered andrécorded in the Star 
Route “cases, the jury was discharged, 
‘ahd immediately was beset by a throng 
of interested persons in the ante-rooms 
and halls, prominent among them being 
the defendants and Mrs. 8. W. Dor- 
sey and Mrs. Peck, who thanked them 
for the verdict. As the foreman reached’ 
the sidewalk the large crowd assembled 
there burst into cheers, which were re- 
newed as each juror made his way out 
of the Courthouse. 


The foreman stated to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press that five 
ballots were taken by the jury. The 
first ballot was upon the question of the 
existence of a conspiracy, and the bal- 
lot resulted in thrve for and nine against 
the conspiracy, On the second ballot 
the nine were increased to ten, although 
the vote was then upon the innocence or 
guilt of the defendants. The vote re- 
mained unchanged until about 8 o’clock 
Thursday morning, when an acquittal 
was agreed upon. 

WHAT BLISS AND BREWSTER SAID. 

The news of the verdict reached the 
Department of Justice shortly after 10 
o’clock Thursday morning. At the time 
the Attorney-General was in consultation 
with George Bliss. When the news was 
announced he said to Bliss, ‘‘ What do 
you think of that ?’’ ‘‘I am astonisb- 
ed,’’ was the reply. ‘‘I thought some 
of the jurors might get muddled on the 
conspiracy question, but I did not an- 
ticipate an acquittal.’ 

‘‘ Well,” said the Attorney-General, 
“that settles it. When twelve men 
agree the matter is settled. I feel sat- 
isfied that the government has presented 
its case in the best possible manner.”’ 


HOW THE JURY STOOD. 


Juror Horrigan held out alone for 
conviction for a longtime. He says: 
‘I finally came to the conclusion that 
eleven heads were better than one, es- 
specially when some of the others were 
educated and smart gentlemen. A few 
minutes before we came into Court I 
went over, because I didn’t feel like 
opposing eleven men. I gave the de- 
fendants the benefit of the doubt and 
voted for acquittal.”” ‘John W. 
Dorsey,’’ said Crane, ‘‘headed the list, 
and we acquitted him the first night. 
Then we came to Vaile and acquitted 
him. Then I thinkit stood 10 to 2 
on Stephen W. Dorsey, 10 to 2 on 
Brady, and 9 to3 on Miner. Thatis 
the way the jury stood up to this morn- 
ing, though I believe there was a 
change in the vote on Stephen W. 
Dorsey last night, making it stand 11 to 
1 in his case.’ 

INGERSOLL BANQUETS HIS CLIENTS. 


There was a large gathering of friends 
of the Star Route defendants at Colonel 
Ingersoll’s house in the evening. In- 
doors were the acquitted men, their 
counsel and a large number of their 
more intimate friends. Many of them 
met to exchange mutual congratulations, 
and out in the street a crowd numbering 
200 or 300 persons had gathered, partly 
out of curiosity and partly to express 
sympathy with the defendants. They 
cheered Ingersoll and the other counsel, 
as well as the defendants and the jury, 
and called for speeches.

Inside the 
house women waved handkerchiefs and 
clapped their hands, and the crowd out- 
side became hoarse in its yells. 


THE STAR ROUTERS MAKE MERBY. 


General Brady, J W. Dorsey, Miner 
and Vaile mingled with groups in Col. 
Ingersoll’s parlors and received the 
congratulations of their friends. Mrs. 
J. W. Dorsey, Mrs. P. Peck and half a 
dozen women, near relatives of the de- 
fendants, moved about, chatting and 
laughing with acquaintances. All men 
who have been prominently associated 
with the defendants were present in the 
house, and the crowd outside was made 
up of people who were conspicuous in 
the courtroom during the trial. At the 
conclusion of the speech-making Col. 
Ingersoll invited the crowd into the 
house, ,where liquid refreshment was 
served. One of those whocame into the 
house was Juror Evans. He was seized 
by the hand by Mrs. Dorsey and Mrs. 
Peck, who, linking arms with him, en- 
thusiastically escorted him through the 
parlors, presenting him to everyone as 
one ot the twelve honest men. After 
an hour or so of hand-shaking the crowd 
dispersed. Col. Ingersoll, when asked 
if he had anything to say about the ver- 
dict, replied: ‘Victory is the only re- 
venge I want. I think it is the most 
popular verdict that has been given in 
this country for many a year.’

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LOOSE MATRIMONIAL BONDS. 


The laxity of public sentiment in 
relation to divorce, and the ease with 
which the marriage contract may be 
annulled, is a matter which should 
cause serious alarm to all who are in- 
terested in public morals. It is grati- 


“fying to know that any steps have 


been taken to restrain this evil. The 
movement to reform the loose practice 
of obtaining divorces has been under- 
taken by a body of Philadelphia 
judges, thus setting an example which 
it would be of benefit for other cities 
to follow. Perhaps in no State are the 
laws regulating divorce more lax than 
in Pennsylvania, and it 1s time that 
the’ Legislature took the matter in 
hand, for it alone has the power to 
remedy the growing evil. Greatly as 
the law is at fault in that, and other 
States, the abuses of the law are even 
greater, growing out, as they do, from 
the lax manner in which the law is 
administered, which renders it an easy 
matter to obtain divorce through 
fraud and various unlawful devices, to 
which unprincipled lawyers are al- 
ways ready to lend themselves. 

The expense of obtaining a divorce 
in the Quaker City is merely nominal, 
and this, in the opinion of the judges 
interested insthe reform, is one of the 
most fruitful causes of the evil in that 
city. They, therefore, propose to ad- 
vance the fees, and make the obtaining 
of a divorce a much more costly 
experiment than it now is. This 1s 
well as far as it goes, but some more 
radical reform is needed. Legislation 
should be such in every State asto 
make it impossible to obtaih an illegal 
divorcee at any cost whatever. 


—Since the above was written a 
friend has handed us the following 
article on the subject, which 
appears as a leading editorial in the 
New York Tribune of June 8th, under 
the heading of “Divorces and Public 
Opinion.” In reprinting it the TIMES 
indorses its views. The reference in 
the article to the course of the eight 
Los Angeles Protestant clergymen, the 
public announcement of whose deter- 
mination on the subject of remarrying 
divorced persons first appeared in this 


paper some weeks ago, shows that 


their sound and timely action has at- 
tracted wide attention, and will satisfy 
them that they will have powerful 
support from healthy non-sectarian, 
as well as Christian public opinion in 
the course they have marked out. Fol- 
lowing 1s the Tribune’s article: 
DIVORCE AND PUBLIC OPINION. 


The usual divorce scandals continue 
with the usual regularity; that is, at the 
rate of about one celebrated case a week 
in high life, no account being taken of the 
undistinguished crowd, or the thousands 
who procure divorces without publicity 
in order that they may commit bigamy 
Yet once in a while we 
are encouraged by a sign of reaction. 
Recently eight clergymen of different 
Protestant churches in the city of Los 
Angeles united in a public declaration 
that they would perform the marriage 
service for no divorced person except |. 
the innocent party to a divorce granted 
for Scriptural reasons. This is some- 
thing. It will not prevent divorced per- 
_ sons from remarrying so long as there 


“ are clergymen less particular than the 


proclaiming eight, or justices of the 
who do not profess to be ic- 
ular at all. But it will have an effect 
upon public opinion. We wish that 
other ministers would follow the Los 
Angeles example.

One writer resented 
the liberty taken by a clergyman in dis-

Another ad- 
mitted that divorce was an abomination 
and an immorality, yet argued that lax 
morality was preferable toa hard and 
cruel law—that is to say, that it 
was better to be abominable and 
immoral than to be unhappy. Any one 
of the letters recommended the ap- 
pointment of a “‘ scientific’? commission 


¢ (the cant of science is becoming the 


favorite cant ef our time) to visit every 
community and ‘‘forcibly’’ separate 
thousands of uncongenial married peo- 
ple who are not breeding scientifically. 
These perhaps are extreme specimens 


. of incorrigible folly; but that the Amer- 
_ ican idea of marriage is a loose and in

tices. Here lies the , great difficulty 
in the way of. the only remedy 
which promises any result —a 
_mational divorce law enacted un- 
der a constitutional amendment.

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 


It is an interesting fact to note how 
largely foreign blood enters into the 
element of our national life. Oneof 
the just published volumes containing 
a compendium of the tenth census, 
gives a statement of the number of 
persons whose parents, either one or 
both, are foreign-born. The total is 
immense, and largely in excess of the 
number of the so-called foreign popu- 
lation in the United tes. In 1880 
there were in round nu four and 
a half millions of persons in this 
country, native born, who had parents 
of Irish birth; nearly five millions 
whose parents were born in Germany ; 
two millions whose fathers and moth- 
ers were natives of England and Scot- 
land; one million who had British 
American, and more than half a million 
who had Scandinavian parents. The 
number of persons in 1880 hav- 
ing one or both parents of other than 
American nationality was nearly fif- 
teen millions. Add to this immense 
population born of parents of foreign 
extraction the whole number of per- 
sons of foreign birth in the United 
States in 1880, and we have a total of 
21,633,937 ot the 50,155,783 inhabi- 
tants which the United States then 
contained. 

But it is astonishing how soon this 
foreign element becomes assimilated to 
American ideas and sentiments. There 
is a spirit and power in our republican 
institutions that soon overrides and 
destroys foreign habits and prejudices. 
One of the most effective causes of 
this Americanizing process is the per 
sonal interest which every citizen has 
in public affairs—the feeling of indi- 


vidual ea! bene contrasted with 


the political bondage of the old world. 
To this is added the assimilating 
power of our public school sys- 
tem. It does not take many 
years for the child of foreign parentage 
to adapt himself to the habits and 
ways of thinking of his purely Ameri- 
can companions, and so the educating 
process goes on, andin a short time 
he is as thoroughly American, as far 
as his feelings and prejudices are con- 
cerned, as are any of his associates. 

With all this large foreign element 
it isa pleasant thing to contemplate 
that we are not only a great and rap- 
idly growing people, but that we are 
so united and linked together that to 
whatever part of the country we turn 
the people are distinctively American in 
feeling and in theig political sympa- 
thies. The clannishness and bitterness 
that exists more or less in the Old 
World 1s impossible with us. People 
drift from our Atlantic to our Pacific 
shores, and change their home-base 
with an ease and frequency unknown 
to any other country in the world, and 
they come to feel that any part may 
be their home, that it is all one great 
common country. In our grand prai- 
ries and vast terrritories there is some- 
thing in keeping with the spirit of 
freedom, and in the liberal spirit of 
our laws there is that which makes it 
the most natural thing in the world 
for the foreigner coming to our shores 
to become an American.

Into the Jaws of Death—Almost. 
From the Riverside Press and Horticulturist. | 
If the unwritten history of the adven- 
tures and hair-breadth escapes in the 
mountain cafons of the Pacific coast 
were put in type, it would bristle with 
blood-curdling recitals full of suffering 
and death in the most horrid forms— 
thirst and ‘starvation. Riverside has a 
little history of this kind to write, 
although, fortunately, unaccompanied 
with fatal results. | 

On Thursday morning, May 2let,-a 
company of Riversiders, composed of 
H. B. Lockwood, H. T. Rudisill, Dr. 
Craven, W. J. Norcross and Frank 
Hall, started on a fishing and camping 
excursion to the Santa Ana Cajon. 
Each took a horse for his own use, and 
one pack horse was taken for the use 
of the party. They went to Crafton. 
thence up to Peter Forsee’s, on Mill 
Creek, and thence over the ridge to the 
Santa Ana river, where they arrived on 
Friday noon. They spent one day in 
successful fishing and then went up the 
south fork, where they found a good 
camping place, with plenty of water, 
where they remained over Sunday. On 
Monday they returned down the river 
to Mr. Jenk’s fish pond, going back the 
same day to the same camping ground 
to remain that night. 

From Mr. Jenks they learned that 
they could easily go up to the summit 
of Grayback and thence down one of 
the eastern spurs of the mountain, and 
reach Banning, in the San Gorgonio 
Pass, the same day, arriving at three 
o’clock p. M., by leaving camp in the 
morning. Having secured, as they 
supposed, the necessary directions, they 
started out early Tuesday morning after 
breakfast, taking with them no food or 
even water, expecting to reach Banning 
in time for the former, and a mountain 
stream in time todrink. They arrived 
at the summit of the mountain by ten 
o’clock of Tuesday, and here found that 
their directions were too indefinite to be 
of much account. Instead of taking 
down one of the eastern spurs, as di- 
rected, they started down a caiion, and 
here was the mistake that came near 
costing the party their lives. 

Passing down the cajion, they found 
good sailing until they reached the nar- 
rows, where a series of precipices were 
found, which compelled them to seek 
the ridge. Night came on fitiding them 
away fromthe cafion, on a very steep 
mountain side, with neither food nor 
water since morning. There was but 
one course to pursue—camp for the 
night as best they could. To make 
matters worse, Tuesday was the day of 
the celebrated hot wave, which sent the 
thermometer up all over the State—the 
hottest day known in San Francisco for‘ 
over thirty years. Wednesday morning 
they started on again, and at noon they 
got back to the cafon where they found 
water for the first time since Tuesday 
{ morning. The party had no canteen 
and only one box of dried herring in 
the commissary department. 

To make matters still more interest- 
ing, wild game of a large size, such a 
California lions and cinnamon bears, 
came in close proximity to the party 
and threatened to scare each of them 
out of a year’s growth and turn their 
locks white before they could reach 
civilization again.

The relief party 
returned that night with the other two 
horses and Thursday night all hands 
took the emigrant train and came back 
to Colton, leaving their horses to re- 
cuperate. Mr. Norcross had a fine

intensely from hunger and thirst, their

NEW MEXICAN GREASERS. 


What They Are and How They 
Live. 

Letter from New Mexico, by D. 8. Covert.] 
The title of ‘“‘Greaser’’ is applied to 
the common native, or Indian Mexi- 
can. There is a great and marked dif- 
ference, like a caste distinction, be- 
tween the “Greaser” Mexican and the 
Spanish Mexican, who boasts of a 
descent from pure Castilian blood. The 
former is lazy, thriftless, ignorant, 
superstitious and unstable. The latter 
is usually bright, active and intelli- 
gent. 
harmony with the white element, con- 
trol most of the wealth and commerce 
of the country. In the northern states 
of Old Mexico the greatest portion of 
the people are of the former class, and 
hence the governments are unstable 
and subject to frequent revolution un- 
der the influence of factious leaders. 
In the more southern states there is a 
greater diffusion of the Castilian blood, 
and revolutions are more rare and dif- 
ficult. On the ranch or village home 
of the “‘Greaser” Mexican everythin 
bears the of negligence 
shiftlessness heir gaunt, sharp- 
nosed, long-legged and tan-colored 
hogs share with their owners in the 
comforts of the family residence. No 
fences, except brush, surround their 
fields. Generally there are none. 
They raise just sufficient 
barley, beans and chili (red PPro 
to meet their absolute needs 

thrash their crops upon bare, wnnoth 
ground by driving flocks of goats 
over them and washing in the nearest 
stream. They often’ plow with a 
crooked stick, and the hoe is their 
scythe, sickle, and reaper. Even 
their hay iscut with ahoe.

Liv- 
ing as they do, and possessing a soil 
which, under irrigation, is wonderful- 
ly productive, they require but little 
ground to cultivate. For this reason 
at- points between their villages there 
are large tracts of unoccupied lands 
subject to entry, which are being rapid- 
ly occupied by Americans.

NO DEGREE FOR BUTLER. 


The Harvard Overseers refuse 
by a Vote ot 15 to 11 to Con- 
fer the Degree of LL. D. 


Boston, May 31.—The ques- 
tion of conferring the degree of 
LL. D. on Governor Butler by 
Harvard University has at last 
been settled in the negative. 


The Board met,on Wednesday 
of last week, but postponed the 
consideration of this subject un- 
til to-day. After a session of 
four hours’ duration the Board 
refused to concur with the Cor- 
poration in conferring the degree 
of LL. D. upon the Governor. 


In conversation with the sec- 
retary and other members of the 
Board after adjournment the 
course of the debate leading to 
the above result was outlined. 
As the matter was finally dispos- 
ed of it was held that the Gov- 
ernor’s character was inconsistent 
with the motto of the college, 
“Veritas.” The subject was first 
considered in its relation to pre- 
vious votes of the Board. It 
was agreed that the precedents 
of the century were not by any 
means binding. Resolutions 
were offered setting forth that 
the degree was not essentially a 
tribute to the office, but to its 
incumbent, and that in refusing 
to confer the degree on the pres- 
ent Governor the Board implied 
no disrespect to the people of 
Massachusetts. The Governor’s 
course in relation to the Tewks- 
bury investigation entered into 
the discussion, and it was ad- 
mitted by members, had consid- 
erable influence upon the decis- 
ion. But that influence was not 
on account of the Governor’s at- 
tack on the Harvard Medical 
School. It was considered sim- 
ply that he had descended too 
ow to be recognized by any in- 
stitution of learning; that he 
was the worst enemy of Massa- 
chusetts, and that for Harvard 
to confer upon him a degree 
would in reality be an insult to 
the people of the commonwealth. 


Politically every member of 
the Board present expressed 
himself as strongly opposed to 
Butler and Butlerism, and the 
gentleman who most earnestly 
advocated the voting of the de- 
gree explained that he was as 
emphatically opposed to the 
Governor politically as anyone 
present. suggested that 
the degree might be so worded 
that it should be a tribute to the 
office and not to the man, but it 
was decided that such action 
would be scarcely more than 
“whipping the devil round the 
stump.” The rules were accor- 
dingly suspended, and by a yea 
and nay vote the degree was re- 
fused. It was voted td publish 
the vote as taken. 


Analysis of the Orange. 


The Boston Journal of Com- 
merce publishes the following 
result of the analysis of a me- 
dium sized orange, purchased in 
Faneuil Hall market: The skin 
weighed 67.5 grams, which is 
23.33 per cent. The seed weighed 
seven grams, which is 2.84 per 
cent. The pulp weighed 182 
grams, which is 83.83 per cent. 
The skin contained in 100 parts: 
Water and volatile oil, 78; or- 

nic matter 21.30; .64. 

he seed contained in 100 parts: 
Water 50; organic matter, 48:- 
64; ash, 1.36. The pulp con- 
tained in 100 parts: Water 90.- 
90; organic matter, 8.68; ash, 
42. Thefpulp contained in ten 
parts: Grape sugar, 4.3; cane 
sugar, 4.2; in free acid, 1.5, 
The free acid consisted of about 
equal parts of malic and citric 
acid. The ash constituents of 
the orange were as follows: Pot- 
ash, 38.7; soda 7.6; lime, 23; 
magnesia 6.5; ferric phosphate, 
1.7; sulphur, 2.9; silica, 6.2; 
phosphoric acid, 13.4.

EGGS AS FOOD. 


The Chemical Composition and Val- 
ueasa Flesh-Producer. 


Boston Journal of Chemistry.) 


Eggs, at the average prices, 
are among the cheapest and most 
nutritious articles of ‘diet. Like 
milk, an egg is a complete food 
in itself, containing everything 
necessary for the development of 
a perfect animal. It seems a 
mystery how bones, muscles, 
feathers, and everything that a 
chicken requires for its perfect 
development are made from the 
yolk and white of an egg; but 
such is the fact and it shows how 
complete a food an egg is. It is 
also easily digested, if not dam- 
aged in cooking. Indeed, there 
is no mrore concentrated and 
nourishing food than eggs. The 
albumen, oil, and saline matter 
are, as in milk, in the right pro- 
for sustaining animal 
ife. Two or three boiled eggs, 
with the addition of a slice or 
two of toast will make a break- 
fast sufficient for a man, and 
good enough for a king. 

According to Dr. Edward 
Smith, in his treatise on ‘‘Food,” 
an egg weighing an ounce and 
three quarters contains 120 
grains of carbon and 17 3-4 
grains of nitrogen, or 15.25 per 
cent of carbon and 2 per cent of 
nitrogen. The value of one 
pound of egg, as food fcr sus- 
taining the active forces of the 
body, is to the value of one 
pound of lean beef as 1,584 to 
900. Asa flesh producer, one 
pound of eggs is about equal to 
one potnd of beef. 

A hen may be calculated to 
consume one bushel of corn year- 
ly, and to lay ten dozen, or fif- 
teep pounds of eggs. This is 
equivalent to saying that three 
and one-tenth pounds of corn 
will produce, when fed toa hen, 
five-sixths of a pound of ; 
but five-sixths of a pound of 
pork require about five pounds 
of corn for its production. Tak- 
ing into account the nutriment 
in each and the comparative pric- 
es of the two on an average, the 
pork is about three times as 
costly a food as eggs, while it is 
certainly less healthful. 


Home Made Incubators. 


An incubator can be made 
with three boxes, each six inches 
deep. The first, or bottom box, 
has no top, and the flour of the 
box is perforated with ten or 
twelve half-inch holes,into which 
are inserted tin tubes to admit 
air. This is called the ventil- 
ator. The second box, the egg 
drawer, has neither top nor bot- 
tom, but a piece of muslin is 
tightly drawn over slats run- 
ning lengthwise on the bottom, 
upon which the eggs are placed. 
The third drawer has a zinc bot- 
tom, the top and sides being 
ot wood. This is called the heat- 
er. Atthe rear of this box is 
a tin elbow, bending into it, 
but extending downward out- 
side. The three boxes being 
placed one above the other—lIst 
the ventilator; next egg-drawer; 
and, lastly, the heater—we have 
a box with three divisions, the 
upper one being heated by a 
lamp inserted into the tin el- 
bow. The draught from the 
lamp is caused by two or three 
tin tubes extending from within 
half an inch of the zinc upward 
through the top of the incuba- 
tor, and at the opposite end to 
the lamp. The whole is. cov- 
ered with a larger box eight 
inches larger in every direction 
—top, bottom and sides—and 
filed .with sawdust. The heat, 
smoke and impurities enter the 
heater, warm the zinc and pass 
out at the top tubes. The eggs 
in the egg-drawer undernéath are 
kept at a temperature of 103 
degrees, and the fresh air comes 
in through the tin tubes in the 
ventilator beneath, passes through 
the muslin bottom of the egg- 
drawer, and there remains uns 
til it escapes when the drawer is 
opened.—Independent.

Evergreen Millet.

The seed re- 
sembles broom corn, somewhat, 
and: produces a blade, as nearly 
as we can understand, like coarse 
grass but making hay. Once 
started it is said to grow on dry 
soils and in hot climates, and 
can be cut several times like al- 
falfa or can be pastured and 
does not bloat stock as alfalfa 
does; then its roots are many 
and nutritious,fine for hogs to 
root among, because when bit- 
ten off each root starts out again 
at each joint or eye. We re- 
ceived some seed from Prof. San- 
ders, of Sanders P. O., Fresno 
county, and sowed it neurly a 
month ago in very gravelly land 
and find some of it coming up 
before the rain. The seed is 
rather hard to start but, once 
started, propagation by the roots 
is very easy. It naturally spreads 
rapidly. Our farmers should try 
at least a little of it.

EDUCATIONAL GLEANINGS. 


In the public schools of Ohio 
98,691 scholars are taught the 
alphabet, 642,748 reading, 653,- 
363 spelling, 528,417 arithmetic, 
221,051 grammar. 


The school authorities of Ju- 
niata, Adams County, Nebraska, 
have introduced reading the daily 
pewspapers in the schools, in- 
stead of the readers so long in 
vogue. The plan is said to work 
well. 


Kansas owns 5,555  school- 
houses, worth $5,000,000. It 
has a State University, a State 
Agricultural College, two Nor- 
mal Colleges for the education 
of teachers for the public schools, 
a college to teach the deaf. and 
dumb to speak and the blind to 
read. 


The Board of Education of 
Cleveland have in consideration 
a measure to discontinue the 
services of women as principals 
of public schools. The Cleve- 
land Leader does not believe 
that there is any good reason 
for such a step. No tact, it says, 
has been more completely es- 
tablished in this age of com- 
mon schools than that ladies 
make competent and successful 
teachers. 


Overwork in schools is not 
confined to this country; there 
are serious complaints of it in 
England. A _ gentleman wrote 
a letter a few days ago to the 
Liverpool Mercury, in which he 
criticised severely the schools of 
Liverpool for over-teaching. The 
day’s study he says begins at 
7:45 a. M., and lasts until 8 Pp. 
mM. Besides this, the evenings 
are supposed to be devoted to 
study at home, and there are no 
holidays on Saturday.

It is a perplexing fact that 
while more boys are born than 
girls, there isa surplus of temale 

pulation. Of the children 

ro in this city during last yeur, 
14,068 were males and 13,253 
females, and yet it is impossible 
for 881,157 members of the gent- 
ler sex in this country to find 
husbands without inveigling an 
equal number of males to com- 
mit bigamy. It has commonly 
been supposed that war and the

The first part referred to Finance Com- 
mittee, the last recommendation adopt- 
ed 


The report of the City Assessor on 
the collection of personal property tax 
from June 9th to June 16th, amounting 
to $1039.14, less commission $41.56, 


or $997.58 for whole amount. 
Treasurer’s receipt was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The City Surveyor reported favor- 
ably on the grading of Charity street 
between Temple and Courthouse streets, 
was filed. re 

The Committee on Finance reported 
that they found correct the weekly re- 
ports to June 9th of the City Auditor, 
City Assessor, and Poundmaster. 
Adopted. 

On petition of Sisson and Crocker to 
be credited on the city books with $34 
for grading in front of lot 3, Ybarra 
Tract, recommend that it be denied, as 
they could not find any record of said 
assessment having been paid. Adopted.

A SUICIDAL FLASCO. | 


A Man Uses his Pocket Knife to 
Poor Advantage. 


A Blood-letting Without Fatal Resulte—The 
Would-be Suicide Gives no Explanation 
—The Wound Sewed up and the 
Man Placed in Jail. 


Yesterday about ten minutes past 
twelve,as Mr. C. E. Bollinger was paas- 
ing along Main street, he discoved a 
man sitting on the sidewalk in front of 
Mr. Glassell’s residence, near the Ca- 
thedral. At the same timehe saw blood 
onthe sidewalk, and fearing the man 
might be having a hemorrhage; he took 
a closer Jook, when he discovered that 
the man held a bloody pocket-knife in 
his hand, and had cut his throat. Mr. 
Bollinger immediately ran to the Con- 
fidence Engine Company’s house and 
telephoned to the office of the Chief of 
Police for an officer. Returning to the 
scene of the throat-cutting, he found 
Mr. James Gorman there, and aftera 
hard tussle they disarmed the would-be 
suicide, he at the same time trying to 


jeut his throat still further.. He was 


then walked up to jai!, throughout all 
that distance trying to make death cer- 
tain by leaning forward so that the blood 
would have a free flow. 

On arriving at the jail, Dr. Hannon 
was called, who sewed up the gaping 
wound, the man during the operation 
howling, ‘‘My God,” and belléwing hike 
a bull. . After the stitches were in he 
was made as comfortable as possible, 
and semed to.be in no immediate 
danger. 

THE CAUSE UNKNOWN. 

It seems the man’s name is P. V. 
Dowling, and that he has worked in a 
stone-yard here. No one seems ;to 
know much about him, and, as he re- 
fuses to talk, little can be ascertained. 
A reporter of the Trmes called at the 
jail yesterday afternoon and found him 
sitting in a stolid humor onthe floor of 
the main é¢ell, leaning against a post. 
He refused to talk, but finally wrote, in 
a fair hand: “I think I am 39 years 
old.’’” He also, on being asked how 
long he had been here, held up three of 
his fingers, and when the word weeks 
was mentioned he nodded affirmatively. 
On being asked if he had any friends 
he held up one finger and wrote, ‘‘B. 
Conners, carpenter.’’ This was all the 
Times representative could get from 
him, as he relapsed into sullen impass- 
iveness. There was found in his pocket 
a note addressed to P. V. Dowling, and 
a ticket, reading ‘‘Good from Bakers- 
field to Sumner,” which may lead to 
his identity. Itis the general opinion 
the man is insane.
